THE GOVERNMENT AND THE MINER.—No. If. 


Srm,—I am a believer in the soundness and justice of the scheme for 
preventing accidents in mines by Government nspection ; but, unless a 
greater number of Inspectors are appointed, or those already in office as- 
sisted by Sub-Inspectors, we must ever be hearing of the inefficiency of the 
scheme in its utter failure to prevent those fearful accidents to human life 
or limb for which the nation stands fairly chargeable. In some districts 
the Inspector’s time is almost entirely occupied at coroner's inquests, instead 
of being employed in pointing out and using his best endeavours to rectify 
the defects in the machinery and working of mines, through which lives are 
sacrificed ; and in this way little or nothing is done towards accomplishing 
the very purposes for which I conceive Inspectors were appointed. The 
work of Government mine inspettion in its present condition is evidently 
a very lame affair, and one of which the nation ought to be ashamed. [ 
consider it either a very great oversight or most shametul neglect that all 
mines, whether coal, metalliferous, or otherwise, are not properly inspected 
by Government officials. I positively assert, and such assertion is from ac- 
tual observation and a practical knowledge of the matter, that some hun- 
dreds of miners are at this present time being poisoned by breathing daily 
in an atmosphere heavily charged with carbonic acid and other deleterious 
gases, while others are suffering from rheumatism and asthma from work- 
ing in wet places, very humid atmospheres, and temperatures of 80 deg., 
or, as in some cases, upwards of 100 deg. I am well aware that in some 
cases it would be a difficult and expensive matter to remedy this state of 
things, but I am equally well aware that in most cases which have come 
under my own observation the atmospheric condition of such places might 
have been very easily remedied. The methods of timbering and means of 
descending and ascending in many of the Cornish and other metalliferous 
mines of the country are also exceedingly defective, and are productive of 

reat injury to the workmen. It ry oye in ay 4 own mind, places the 
ferful mortality among miners and the immense loss of capital, through 
Aver ignorance, in one scale ; and a little additional trouble and expendi- 
ture, either on the part of the Government or the mining shareholders or 
roprietors, and the consequent greater economy and larger profits in the 
other, when the contrast becomes so overwhelming, and of such magnitude 
and importance, that I am fain to wish for a power sufficient to sweep 
away the evil and the reproach thereof in the time of a single day. I am 
glad, Mr. Editor, that your own efforts in the cause of the miner are un- 
wearied ; and I sincerely trust that the humanity and disinterested feeling 
of sympathy by which you have evidently hitherto been actuated may 
never lose any degree of weight on your own mind, but that you may 
continue to use the power in your hands with discretion, and yet with de- 
termination and vigour. I do not prophesy, but merely state a very evi- 
dent conclusion from a common sense view of the present prospect of the 
commercial and national interests of this country, when I say that during 
the next 20 years the mining works of the country will have increased to 
something like 50 per cent. over their present extent. But a very small 
portion of the coal-bearing part of the country has yet been explored, and 
new mineral sources are being developed where all previous attempts had 
utterly failed. It, therefore, behoves us to be “up and doing” for the im- 
rovement of the miners’ condition, by inducing or enforcing the use of 
tter machinery in and in connection with mines, and improved sanitary 
condition of the subterranean works and the dwellings of the miners at the 
surface, I am glad of an unity to mention the name of Mr. R. N. 
Couch, surgeon, Penzance, i connection with his long and indefatigable 
en/g® yours to improve the dwellings of the miners in the Camborne, Red- 
ruts ‘ud Gwennap districts: by professional duty he has been called upon 
ito spend much of his time in those districts for several years back, and 
has collected very many truly useful and valuable statistics respecting the 
nortality and sanitary condition of the miners, which I trust will be some 
ay issued from the press.—March 9.

The whole of the tin lodes in Casawes 
Wood and Perran Well Mines, down to the estuary, between Carclew, the 
seat of Sir C. Lemon, and Tullimar, the seat of Mr. Benjamin Sampson, 
where the tin bed must be at no great depth, and is still in its primitive 
state. If analogy be allowed, precedent would satisfy the most sceptical 
of the immense value of the deposit at this part, which could not be granted 
to the previous workers, owing to the Admiralty, Crown, and Duchy 
claims, which have now all been definitely settled. The branch which 
was wrought on the eastern part, where the road to Truro now crosses, 
was prodigiously productive. 

Independently of these conditions, the bottom of the stream must of neces- 
sity be reached, and the rocks denuded, when the strata can be examined 
at a greater depth than at any other place, so that should any east and 
west lodes exist, a slight degree of examination and attention would show 
if they were likely to be productive. The stream, being nearly in a north 
and south direction, will be sure to cut any if they exist. Many are known 
to crop out; some near Halwyn may be seen in thé low cliffs. On these, 
in the hill, springs of water, with many other indications of high promise, 
are found. me of the great lodes running through Enys, Gunree Downs, 
Casawsen, and other parts of Mylor, must be crossed, and that at least 
20 fms. deeper than they have hitherto ever been seen. 

On some of these lodes at Gunree Downs, and near Garreck and Bethel, 
are very old works of considerable extent. This important work, it duly 
attended to, may tend to throw important light on this neighbourhood, as 
well as on that whence the tin deposit is supposed to have been derived. 
It is the opinion of many persons that outside Restronguet passage a vast 
accumulation of tin rests in store for some adventurous and speculative ex- 
plorers of a future age, which will undoubtedly be some day obtained. Of 
this | have no doubt whatever, but I incline to the opinion that inside the 
points called Restronguet Point and Marble Head a vast quantity will be 
discovered by the proposed present company, as well as in the small bay 
near Halwyn, between it and Tregunna Wood Cottage. The mud left by 
the influx and reflux of the tide affords a tolerably correct index of the 
extent of the deposit. Having spent several years on the very shores of 
the works at Halwyn, it may be supposed I am tolerably conversant with 
the undertaking, and take a lively interest in its successful prosecution.

MINERS’ PROVIDENT SOCIETIES. 


Sir,—At the time when the Rating of Mines Bill was under discus- 
sion, Cornishmen generally, or rather Cornish miners, seemed to think 
that the existence of their *‘ Doctor and Club” fund was a sufficient argu- 
ment against the obnoxious measure ; yet, from all I can learn, the desti- 
tute condition of the widows and families of those who lose their lives in 
Cornish mines is not less than that of the widows and families of those 
who have worked in mines where no such association exists. With the boasted intelli- 
gence of Cornishmen, surely this should not be the case; and the colliers in the New- 
castle district having made a move to improve upon this state of things, affords a fitting 
opportunity for my making a few remarks upon the subject, The amount annually con- 
tributed te the doctor and club fund in Cornwall would, if consolidated and well applied, 
enable Cornish miners not only to boast that they are superior to all others, but to feel 
that they really are so. With your permission, then, I will give you a sketch of my 
ideas for the constitution of a permanent association for improving the condition of 
Cornish miners. 

In the first place, it would be necessary to arrange that all contributions from the mines 
should be made to one general treasury; this has been already proposed, and many of 
its advantages shown. The payments now made to the miners requiring aid would then 
be made by draft on the purser of the mine, and the amount paid out deducted from the 
contributions to be forwarded to the central treasury each pay-day, and, of course, ar- 
rangements would be made affording the miners and their families the necessary medical 
advice ; this disposes of the miners and their families during the miner’s lifetime. Now, 
let us consider what to do with their families after the miner’s death ; the widows would 
have to be provided for, and the children should be educated. As to providing for the 
widows, the best mode to adopt would be, in most instances, to give them a small an- 
nuity for life, or until they might be re-married, although in some cases the assistance 
would be increased by paying them a sum down, to enable them to start for themselves. 
With regard to the children, the boys would have to be instructed in the miner’s art, 
and the girls in the performance of domestic duties; to this there would be few excep- 
tions. The instruction of the girls would not present any great difficulty ; and the edu- 
cation of the boys might be made to confer a benefit upon the whole mining community, 
and, consequently, on the country at large. 

There is a large number of the gentry in Cornwall who have at all times shown a 
great disposition to assist in the educational movement, and the following plan would 
give them every encouragement to exert themselves to the utmost. A place should be 
chosen in a rich mining district,—the Redruth, [lliogan, Camborne, St. Ives, Gwennap, 
or other equally well-known locality, for example,—and a really practical mining school 
commenced, As soon as the necessary reserved fund was at disposal, a sett might be 
worked, and then the school would speedily attain a reputation which would ensure its 
permanent support, as the theoretical as well as the practical instruction necessary to 
be acquired to make a good miner could be easily imparted. I believe, too, that whilst 
the Miners’ Provident Society was in its infancy sufficient voluntary contributions might 
be obtained to support it, if it were pointed out that the object sought has really the 
elements of success. A building might be provided, which could be maintained at a 
small expense, by enlisting the services of those miners who, although disabled from 
earning their living, would be fully competent to instruct those placed under their care, 
and of those widows and maidens left unprovided for. I should be glad to see an ex- 
pression of the views of those concerned in your valuable Journal, and will readily give 
my aid in organising such an institution as will prove that Cornishmen are not less en- 
lightened than Newcastle colliers.— Newcastle, March 8. Cornish MINER. 








LOSTWITHIEL AS A MINING DISTRICT. 


Sir,—I am glad to see Capt. Seymour taking active measures to draw 
attention to his own locality. That he is fully conversant with the subject 
I am confident, as I spent several! weeks during last summer in exploring the 
neighbourhood. Now that Lostwithiel, by the aid of the railway depot, is 
once more about to become a leading town of Cornwall, it behoves its in- 
habitants to be up and dving, so as to reap the full advantages of its posi- 
tion and natural resources, all of which of late years have been overlooked or neglected. 
Capt. Seymour deserves the thanks of his neighbours for advocating aud setting forth 
these in their true light. I would have done so long since, but feared my purpose might 
have been mistaken; and that which would have resulted from a desire to obtain and 
dispense the result of practical examination would have been, as is too often the case, 
attributed to personal motives, or to egotistic pedantry. Now, that the initiative has 
been taken by the captain, I may be, perhaps, allowed to say that he has a vast and rich 
field open before him, to illustrate one-half of which requires an immense amount of 
attentive study,and a great sacrifice of time. These have in a great degree been accom- 
plished by him, but the public will probably reap the benefit of his valuable experience. 
My attention was called to the place by a party desirous of securing a sett recommended 
to them by Capt. Seymour. The result of my examination was that he pointed out to me 
all and even more than he had promised to the proposed investors. The lodes were denuded, 
the cross-courses bared, the shafts sunk, gossans found, the metals produced, and such 
indications displayed as would have satisfied any person of the genuineness and value 
of his discoveries ; but, after all, he found himself minus his time, expenses of grant, cost 
of exploration, and even his travelling expenses refused. So much for encouragement! 
The sett has since been proved valuable, and the unworthy party have lost a real prize ; 
they will see this letter, and know to what it refers. 

Capt. Wim. Verran has also made most extensive and laudable endeavours to develope a 
piece of ground ; this has been referred to by Capt. Seymour ina liberal spirit, worthy a 
man of conscious power and experience. Capt. Verran will surely meet his reward now 
that mining is in theascendant. I minutely examined all the shoding that had been then 
executed, and found numerous well-defined lodes had been proved; still no company could 
be induced to take up theadventure with vigour. Thesame may be said of the sett on the 
south of Capt. Verran’s ground, where the lodes are so palpable as even to display their 
number and direction at the surface, almost without the necessity of removing a sod. 
Where proved by shallow shaf!s (all that has been done), the gossans have been ascertained 
to be some of the richest for silver ever wrought in this or any other country—a fact of no 
small significance, now that the gossans of Dolcoath and other western celebrities are 
proved to beso highly charged with that metal. Be it remembered these mines have as rich 
neighbours for produce as the Camborne and Redruth district can boast; Fowey 
Consols are in the direct strike, with all the Par and Crinnis lot.

Now, I have long since shown that 
mines and quarries, when worked by Practicals single handed, pay well, but when they 
are worked by companies must prove something extraordinary or they never pay. [ 
contend that the works of all companies should be dealt with and carried out as econo- 
mically as the works of a single individual. I am sorry to say that this is not the case 
with every company professing to be worked under the Cost-book System. And those 
under the Limited Liability Act are all bad, and particularly those said to be worked 
under their bye-law Act, which is only a system of 3 

I will say no more on this subject just now, but return to Ashburton United. First 
stating that, in [856 and in the beginning of 1857, I was besieged by parties for informa- 
tion as to where they should invest spare capital: now, this was placing me in a very 
awkward position, not for want of knowing of promising mines to recommend, but to 
find out who I was about to associate my friends with, as the system was getting so un- 
commonly bad, that legitimate dividends were not the object for speculation ; it was 
mines that had managers who could cook reports, and keep the shares continually fluc- 
tuating, that took the lead of the day. Now, this system of mining only suits the dog 
that eats dog, and they will never thrive. Under these circumstances the quiet, unas- 
suming, and honest speculator had no chance, but to take shares and pay the money, 
until by some lucky hit something extraordinary turns up in the mine, and In this case 
he had to pay 100 per cent. to support parties who were rigging the market, and they 
were supported by another party who were fleecing him with 50 per cent. on materials. 
On these grounds I advised a number of persons to be careful as to where they invest 
their capital, when many of them pressed me to select a mine, and manage it for them. 
To this I after a time ited, and selected A on UNITED, as a tin and copper 
mine from which large returns had been made. It was in a good Incality, and not deep, 
and report was such that, after making ample allowances for exagerations, to warrant 
its being a tair speculation. I set about getting the leases, so as to combine them all 
under one company, and a more difficult business I think a man never undertook, but 
by perseverance | obtained my end, and on fair terms. At this period the panic of 
1857 came on, when many of my friends, before in good circumstances, were held at bay, 
and could not invest in a new mine, and I had then only one-half of the shares taken. 
Nothing daunted, I persevered, and got every share taken, when I was literally besieged 
by those who took one-fourth the shares for office and to put in materials. I had a 
dozen that all but insisted on being made purser, and also to accommodate their friends 
in supplying materials. To this I demurred, and threw single parties overboard who 
had taken over one-tenth of the mine; then out went a second tenth, who was in league 
with him ; and after casting off a dozen persons in pursuit of office, with all their con- 
nections, I started again, and got all the shares taken and the first call paid. To many I 
had to return their money, as all the shares were issued before their payment. I next 
set about getting up a set of rules under the Cost-book System, so as to carry out the 
mine legitimately, and issued my first prospectus, wherein I offered to give away the 
mine, not even keeping a single free share. I only claimed reasonable remuneration for 
lost time and expenses. I further stated that the nominal capital should be 10,000/., 
but that I fully expected to erect effiective machinery to fork the mine and raise 10 tons 
of tin for 6000/., by the end of 1858. 

At our first meeting I had five parties wanting my support to appoint their purser; 
this I refused, and voted for neither. Two or three parties sided together, and put the 
Exeter party into office; but it was soon discovered that they were too expensive, and 
also interfered about leases, and even ordered leases that cost 30/. weeks after I had 
them in my possession, costing only the stamp. In another case they took on them to 
pay 20/. for a lease, when I had a stamped agreement that it was to cost only 5/.; and 
they charged more for one of their journeys than I did for two. 

Next, the money was paid into a bank in my own and two other persons’ names, and 
no officer was to hold the company’s money; but it was managed so that the purser’s 
clerk had out 100/. to trade on. No receipt was to be given for any shares transferred 
without my signature, but smuggling was soon commenced here also, and a lot was 
handed to me to sign. I naturally asked whose shares they were ; on being told I found 
these names were never on our share list or transfer book, and, after a great deal of sift- 
ing, I discovered the shares belonged to the purser and friends, and had been transferred 
four or five times, so as to prevent discovery of whom the seller was. To these proceed- 
ing I demurred, and refused to sign the receipts. I got proxeys to vote out the purser, 
when he resigned, and we let in the Bristol party, when it was no mistake of being out 
of the pan into the fire. We also changed banks, and it was arranged to bank in three 
names on behalf of the company—my name stood for one. The first month, owing to 
some delay at the mine, the accounts were not in time, and they wrote me to signa 
blank cheque for them to fill up, and send the money to pay the men before the account 
passed: Ididso. The next time they sent for a blank cheque again: not liking blank 
cheques, I objected, but after some letters passing, I sent a second one, they promising 
to let me know per return of post for what amountthey were filled up. This they failed 
todo. In thethird month they sent on their bills for journeys, , stain 
writing, &c.: this carried conviction on its face that we were ina er’s office. These 
bills were sent to the mine, when the captain refused to sign them, and he seit them to 
me, I returned them unsigned, as also the cost-sheet, which I would not sign until 
those bills were taken out, and first past at a general meeting: to this they would not 
agree, and they called a portion of the finance committee together, signed these bills, and 
paid themselves, I had sent on a cheque for 500/7., which they refused, and sent for an- 
other blank cheque, which I refused to send. 

I went to Bristol, and called at the bank to know what my cheques were filled up for, 
but they refused to tell me. I went to Mr. Bryant’s office, and he also refused to tell, 
or to produce the banking account showing how it stood at Bristol, and what they had 
drawn oat from the Exeter bank, as I was prepared to show every ‘shilling spent on the 
mine from the commencement. 2 

I then attended the meeting, when they at once handed me a cheque to sign for 36/., 
before commencing business. I resolutely refused to sign a single cheque more until we 
went into the accounts and I was satisfied that our expenditure was not overdrawn ; in 
that case I would sign a cheque for any amount required. Théy refused to go into the 
business of the meeting until this cheque was signed, and after three hours’ het war the 
meeting broke up, without into the business of the mine. After myself and friends 
were gone they reassembled, I am informed passed a resdintion that I was “a trou- 
blesome fellow,”—nothing more than I knew long before: I had learnt the old adage— 
“ Keep the weathereye open when you meet a Bristol man ;” and I felt quite convinced 
that it was time to move out of the concern, and more particularly so after I had forked 
the water within the time, and raised 26 tons of tin, for less than the 6000/. estimated. 

I then offered to resign on their taking my shares at par, with others of my friends 
that I might name, they paying my expenses for bringing out the mine, for travelling, 
and salary. To this they readily , if I would but transfer also the leases to two 
brokersand another. This I refused, unless they gave me a bond of indemnity, wherein 
they made all the company liable to hold me harmless for all the back rents, dues, &c., 








which are pretty considerable: this they refused. I then put my solicitor on them, 
when they were glad to comply ; but they must bear in mind that I fee) spyself bound 
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to keep « watchful eye on their proceedings, as I know the old lessees are not released 
from the lords, as they will never pursue men of straw, when landed men are liable. 
With regard to the remarks of last week, | have only to tell the writer that I was the 
only man who could legally sell the tin, as I was principal lessee, sole manager, and 
shareholder. I shipped the tin, and obtained the insurance, and if I had persevered ne 
one else could sell it or receive the money.

Fortunately, I am now settled with, and have my bond of indemnity, for which they 
have to pay smart, which is a dead loss to the company. It was only got up to suit the 
purposes of an interested party. After fulfilling all I promised, | am right glad to get 
out from among the Philistines, with only a loss of about 100/. in bringing out the mine, 
and I hope my friends will follow my example. ~ Wells, Feb. 24.

Raipas.—The aspect of this mine has undergone very little change since last re- 
ported, none of the lodes which we are following having increased in size.—Old Mine: 
The lode in No. 1 winze contains fully as much ore as last month, or at any former 
period. The ground gone through will, when stoped, yield about 3 tons perfathom. The

ABBEY CONSOLS.—J. Trewin, March 5: The lode in the 20, east of the western 
engine-shaft, has met with no particular change since last reported.

CRAVEN MOOR MINES.—Evan Hopkins, March 10: In my last report, dated 
Oct. 30, T stated that the new shaft (Derby) was being sunk about the centre of five 
Veins— Woodhouse, Hardgate, Longthorne, Gin-shaft, and North—as represented in the 
transverse section ; and that the Hardgate and W veins had been wrought by 
former miners to the depth of a 42 fm. level, and in some places still deeper, especially 
near the joint water level. I further observed that the ore ground now standing iu the 
Hardgate vein was below the 42, and that the shaft, when it reached the 47, would 
begin to lay open productive ground to the west. Since that time the shaft has been 
completed to the 47, and ore ground has been opened out under the 42 west, where par- 
ties are now being employed in driving and stoping in the Hardgate vein westward. The 
bed level above (the 42) is also being reopened at the rate of about 10 fms. per month, 
and is expected to reach productive mineral ground in the course of three months. This 
level is intersected by several cross clay veins, running more or less north and south, 
which have dislocated both Hardgate and Longthorne veins for several feet, and appa- 
rently have rendered the veins for many fathoms on the west side of the cross joints 
broken and unproductive, It is, therefore, necessary to extend the levels beyonJ this 
barren band to reach the productive ground westward. These cross clay veins contain 
lumps of lead ore in places, and should be opened for a few fathoms, as they may lead 
to the discovery of side branches, more especially where the main veins are mach broken, 
such as the Hardgate and Longthorne veins. There is a large piece of unproductive 
ground in the Hardgate vein, opposite the shaft, at the depth of from 43 to 48 fms. ; con- 
sequently, it is essential to sink the shaft without delay to the 56 (the water level), so 
a5 to get at the ore ground which is seen under the barren part in the 56, driving west 
towards the shaft. At a corresponding depth in Longthorne vein we see asimilar band 
of hard unproductive ground in the 42 cross cut, immediately under the rich bunch of 
ore ; therefore it is not advisable to drive many fathoms through this hard barren part 
of the vein. It is preferable to drive an intermediate level in the bottom of the bunch 
above, and another level in the ore ground below in the 56, and leave the barren part to 
stand between. The general appearance of Longthorne vein in the workings below the 
30 is exceedingly favourable. The lode in places is very wide and branchy, and vari- 
able in its underlay. Somegood branches of ore may be still standing further north at 
the level of the 42 cross-cut. I would, therefore, recommend a trial fora few fathoms in 
the clay vein seen to the west of the cross-cut; it will not cost much, and may lead to 
beneficial results. I inspected the joint water level from the Craven Moor to the Cock 
Hill Mines, and came out at the mouth. I saw that there was a great deal of ore ground 
standing in the Hardgate vein above the water level, to the east, which will become im- 
mediately available when the shaft is complete to the required depth. The other veins 
ta the north (which are all, more or less, standing below the 30) can be explored west- 
ward from the deep level in the lower range of productive ground. Hence the necessity 
of completing the shaft as soon as possible, so as to place the mine in a proper condition 
to develope the veins under the old workings, and westwards towards the unbroken 
ground, as well as eastward under the grit. Until this is done, it will be impossible to 
increase the monthly produce of jead. Capt. Barren is doing all he can towards carrying 
these important works into a sfate of completion. The prospects of the mine are as en- 
couraging a8 ever, notwithstanding the patches of unproductive ground found in the 
neighbourhood of the shaft. Therefore, I strongly recommend that Capt. Barren be 
well supported in getting the shaft completed to the 56,and the different levels and cross- 
cuts opened to new ground. The mine well deserves an outlay of 1000/. to get these 
works executed, and the levels sufficiently extended into productive ground, so as to 
command sufficient stopes capable of supplying regularly an amount of lead which will 
exceed the cost. The present monthly outlay on unproductive works is about 1007. This 
will be required for the next six months to complete the projected works, as we cannot 
expect any increase in the returns of lead ore until the veins in the 56 are laid open. 


CROWLWM.—Jas. Roach, March 10: The lode in deep adit, driving west, is getting 
off the influence of the slide: it is now well defined, and we have small quantities of 
solid lead ore lying on the footwall, accompanied by clay, carbonate of lime, &c., and 
from which oxide of iron issues, which is produced by the gritstone before us.

In the 
absence of further information than that already detailed in another column, it would 
be premature to judge what effect the late convulsion may have on the mineral and rail- 
way industry of the republic. Advices are in the meantime anxiously looked for; and 
as these South American revolutions are in general but of short duration, it is confidently 
anticipated that by next mai! we shall hear that business has been resumed and the re- 
public restored to its usual tranquility.

Petition or Prrmen.—A petition has been drawn up for presentation 


to the of Commons on behalf of the workers in coal mines of Great Britain and Ire- 
land. main object of the petition is to obtain the limitation of the working time in 
coal mines to eight hours a day. Various reasons are urged in favour of this restriction, 


amongst which are the admitted fact that working in bad air aud away from daylight, 
is far more exhausting than it is under any other circumstances, and that a miner’s oc- 
cupation being particularly dusty and dirty he requires a longer time to clean himself; 
that he is, in short, not good fur anything till he has had an hour and a half’s time 
after his work is over to wash and refresh himself. The other objects of the petition are, 
that children under 14 shall only work half time; that coal-owners shall be obliged to 
use the patent safety cage, and such other scientific means of saving life as may be 
from time to time invented; that a fund be provided by law to support disabled 
miners and the widows and orphans of those who have lost their |ives in mines ; that the 
apprenticeship system be introduced into mines; and that the machinery used in rais- 
ing coal should only be allowed to work nine hours a day. The apprenticeship system 
is needed, the petition states, to protect the pitmen from the dangers to which they are 

from the inexperience of novices, and in justification of the restriction in the 
time of working machinery, they state that if an eight hours’ bills were in force with- 
out any such restriction, the masters would work the pits by relays the whole 24 hours, 
and that the air would be thus ina continued state of explosive i:npurity. 


At the Furness Railway meeting, on Feb. 25, the directors reported that 
notwithstanding the iron trade remained in a depressed state up to the close of the past 
year, they were able to recommend that a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum be 
declared for the half-year ending Dec.31. The lady of the Manor of Coniston and the 
lessees of the Coniston Copper Mines have taken shares to the extent of 10,000/., upon 
which sum a dividend at the rate of 244 percent. per annum is to be paid, but the holders 
of these shares are under no circumstances to be entitled to any larger dividend than 
2% percent. Ifthe revenues of the Coniston Railway Company in any half-year do not 
admit of this preferential dividend being paid, the Furness Company are bound to make 
up the deficiency. A proposal has been made to the directors for a lease of some of the 
company’s land at Barrow (Hindpoo!l), upon which the applicants are desirous to erect 
furnaces for smelting iron ore. The directors consider it will be desirable to é ag 
the erection of furnaces at Barrow, and the proposal referred to is under consideration.

Inon ty Sourn Wates.—In reply to “ X. Y. Z.,” in last week's Journal, relative to the 
iron ore at Liantrissant, near Cardiff, &c., I beg to give him the following informatiou 
as the result of what I know about that part of the country. The aggregate thickness 
of the enal is about 100 feet; some of the seams from 9 to 16 feet thick, and some as 
low as 3 feet. On reference to a section of the mines on the south out-crop of the coal 
field in Glamorganshire, ‘published in your Journal some time ago, the whole of the 
coal, fireclay, and ironstone seams come up to the surface at an angle of about 30°. 
The hematite iron ore is up to daylight, as the saying is, and worked as aquarry most 
profitably. In two places Iam well acquainted with, the fireclay is of the very finest 
description, and in great abundance. There are no furnaces erected there yet. but 
should that event occur, no doubt iron could be made at much less cost than fn any 
other part of the kingdom. Some of this ore is now taken to Staffordshire, and, I be- 
lieve, is very highly spoken of there. The South Wales Railway intersects the pro- 
perties, and the port of Cardiff, distant about 11 miles, is communicated with by the 
Ely Valley line, which passes through this district. I shall be happy to give any fur- 
ther information your correspondent may require, as I am well acquainted with that 
locality.—L. D.

AccounT Meetinos.— May I, through your Journal, call the attention of mine adventurers 
to the meetings held in this county, and styled “ account meetings.” I was present at 
one this week, and will tell them what took place. A dozen of us were gathered to- 
gether, awaiting for nearly two hours the completion of the accounts—regaled, it is 
true, with a good supply of excellent “ refreshments.” Then came business, when all 
were in prime condition. First, the purser read off the tutwork cost, merchants’ bills, 
and credit items, favoured us with the amount to be met, and then gave us the mer- 
chants’ bills. Half a dozen of us examined them, and found out some one had charged 
6d. too mach on a ton of coals; of course, we strack it off. Some one else had charged 
a few pence extra on a brush; off with it. And now, having done their duty tothem- 
selves and co-adventurers, they again fell to eating and drinking, as if they had done 
their duty. But had they? Not one of them had looked at their cost-book. The 
labour cost was beyond their ken, and so this, the most important feature of an audit, 
was left untouched, and yet these are called “ audit meetings.” Why, it is well-known 
that agents could put pounds in their pockets wrongfully by putting items in the labour 
cost, where the so-called auditors never look. When we remember that the most im- 
portant part of mining accounts are the pay-sheets, and that some mine agents, like 
other men, may have a tendency to do wrong if proper restrictions are not imposed, I 
submit to out-adventurers that, tor their own sakes, they ought to be careful how they 
invest their capital in mines where no better andit is made than the one I have de- 
seribed, and which I am sorry to say is not the first instance I have met with in Corn- 
wall.—NeEmo.

In 
Yorkshire and Lancashire, where vast quantities are consumed, they do not 
attach to, or pay for, any value that may be contained in copper produce ; 
in fact, they prefer the pyrites without. Large parcels of pyrites are im~- 
ported into Newcastle from Spain; these contain copper to the amount of 
24 per cent., or thereabouts ; this percentage is usually saved, but the ma- 
nufacturers there also prefer the sulphur without it. 

No sulphur ore yet introduced into the market finds such favour as the 
Irish. icklow has been hitherto the grand source of supply ; even this 
vast storehouse can scarcely equal the demand. Notwithstanding several 
new works aré about to be undertaken, ample outlet for all that can be 
raised will be found; indeed, new sources of consumption will be deve- 
loped in Ireland herself as her agricultural prosperity advances. The 
amazing steps taking in the cultivation of her grand staple has created, 
and will create, an extensive demand for artificial manures, found to be so 
highly beneficial in this country. Already are large works established for 
these pursuits, with considerable success ; these are sure to be followed by 
others, for rivalry and competition are as rife in the Sister Island as in this : 
the evident prosperity of any one branch is sure to evoke this latent prin- 
ciple of mankind. Competition cheapens,—cheapness creates demand,— 
demand necessitates supply,—and supply engenders discovery and prose- 
ention of the elements of the material. ; 

We expect to, and shall ere long, see many works for the formation of 
vitriol in the principal cities of Ireland, solely for the p of creating 
these important aids to her natural fertility.

into the upcast shaft, at a distance of 8 or 10 fathoms above the end of 
the furnace drift, where the heat from the burning fuel would not be suffi- 
cliep’.ly great to ignite the gas. : 

Where any danger of explosion would attend any portion of the air of 
the mine being brought into contact with the furnace, in many cases a 
portion of the air could be taken directly from the bottom of the downcast 
shaft to the furnace—say, 5000 cubic feet out of 50,000 cubic feet per 
minute, by which arrangement 45,000 cubic feet of air per minute would 
de used in ventilating the mine, and 5000 cubic feet per minute in burn- 
ing coal at the furnace. There were undoubtedly circumstances in which 
it would be preferable to use machinery, or other means, in the place of 
the furnace, but where it was imperatively necessary to do so for ventilating 
coal mines it argued a very serious defect in the sanitary condition of the 
underground atmosphere. It was the lecturer’s impression that the useful 
effect of the furnace might be materially increased by lining the furnace 
drift and upcast shaft with any compact silicious material of highly reflect- 
mg power, such as fire-brick, or probably something less costly in the pur- 
chase and application might be discov-red. He had, in commencing the 
lecture, intimated that the rock at the surface absorbed heat to a depth of 
about 30 yards, and probably the rock of an upceast shaft was influenced 
by the high temperature of the air thereof to a corresponding extent; if so, 
a large amount of heat would pass from the air into the rock during its 
passage from the furnace to the top of the upcast shaft. 











COLLIERY OPERATIONS IN THE NEWCASTLE DISTRICT. 
PROGRESS DURING THE PAST FIFTY YEARS. 

A highly interesting paper was read before the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers on the Improvements and Progress in the Working and Venti- 
lation of Coal Mines in the Newcastle-on-Tyne District within the last 
Fifty Years, by Mr. Nicuotas Woop, and from the vast fund of infor- 
mation it contains will well repay attentive perusal. The ordinary and 
universal mode of working coal is by manual labour. Attempts have been 
made at varioug times during the last fifty years to substitute mechanical 
power. The late George Stephenson proposed a plan, and hada machine 
made for that purpose; but, like all similar attempts, when put into prac- 
tice It was found to be much more expensive than manual labour, and 
was consequently abandoned. A “ coal-cutting machine,” worked by 
compressed air, has been recently invented by Messrs. Johnson and Dixon, 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne, which appears more likely to succeed than any 
plan yet attempted. A flexible tube supplies the compressed air from the 
air-pump to the air-cylinders. A toothed wheel is provided on the main 
shaft for getting up the required speed of the cutter, which projects hori- 
zontally from the side of the machine; the teeth are cast of iron chilled, 
and can be replaced when worn. The machipe is advanced by means of 
endless screws worked from the main shaft and gearing into worm-wheels 
fixed on the axles of the travelling wheels, giving a progressive forward 
motion along the wooden railway laid down for the machine to travel 
upon. The machine is also rrovided with bearing wheels for moving it 
from place to place, the tzavelling wheels being then removed. 

_ This machine has been constructed and applied at Broomhill Colliery, 

Northumberland. where its qualifications have been proved to such an ex- 
tent as to showy that it was capable of performing all that was expected of 
it. The most efficient mode of applying this machine is to have the col- 
liery laid out on the longwall system; the machine would then travel along 
the entire length of the face of the wall, making a cut at the bottom into 
the solid coal along the entire length of the face. In the first opening of 
* mine it will, in every case, be necessary to have the space along which 
the machine is to travel excavated by manual labour; hence the advantage 
of its application to the longwall, and the disadvantage of its applicaticn to 
the pillar and stall system. At Broomhill the latter mode was in opera- 
tion, and the inventors have not y et been able tohave the machine applied to 
the longwall system. In reference to the cost of working the coal-cutting 
machine, some collieries might probably have six or eight machines at work, 
whilst smaller collieries need have but two. Taking the case of two ma- 
chines being employed, the entire cost of the two machines, including a 
20 horse-power steam-engine, with air-pipes, &c., complete for working, 
may be estimated at about 1750/. Then, supposing each machine to work 
7 hours per day of 10 hours, leaving 3 hours for stoppages, the double shift 
will give 28 hours per day for the two machines; and since each machine 
will cut the coal at the rate of 1 square yard in six minutes, the two ma- 
chines will ent 280 square yards per day, or 80,360 square yards in the year 
of 287 working days. 
_ Taking the seam of coal to average 4} ft. thick, and 1 cubic yard weigh- 
ing 1 ton, the coal cnt by two machines in a year will be 120,540 tons. 
The cost of working for the year, including attendance on the machine and 
engine, coals for the engine, and repairs, would be about 1580/., or a little 
more than 3d. per ton of coal worked. Saving of coal is another advan- 
tage expected to he derived from the use of the coal-cutting machine, for 
whilst by manual labour 14 or 15 in. high has to be curved out to bring the coal 
down, by using the machine only 5 in. height is converted into small coals, 
and in the latter case the coal is also brought down in a better condition, 
less shaken, and in larger blocks. It is expected in consequence that there 
will be a saving of 6 in. thickness in the height of the seam, which at 2s. 
per ton, the difference between the small and round coals, would amount to 
upwards of 1300/., and upon 120,540 tons would be nearly 23d. per ton. 

Up to the commencement of the last fifty years little improvement 
had been made in the mode of working coal from the earliest recorded 
period when coal was worked in Northumberland and Durham ; and pre- 
vious to that time few plans of working have been handed down to us. 
Those which have shown that the pillar and stall method was the ge- 
neral custom—taking away as much coal as could be removed, so as to 
leave walls, or rectangular pillars, sufficient to support the roof. It ap- 
pears to have been intended in all cases that the pillars should be left 
of such dimensions only as would just su the roof, consequently 
the size of the pillars varied according to the depth at which the coal 
lay below the surface. It is difficult to ascertain the precise date when 
the working, or partial removal, of the pillars commenced. It appears by 
the old reports to have been begun, in many instances, by an enquiry 
whether the pillars left were not more than sufficient to support the su- 
perineumbent strata, and this being generally found to be the case, a sys- 
tem of taking away a portion from either the ends or sides of each pillar 
was adopted.. Subsequently a system of removing the entire pillars was 
commenced ; it is difficult to ascertain when this plan first took place, but 
it appears it was generally adopted soon after the commencement of the 
last century. 

The invention of the safety-lamp, in 1315, produced an entire revolu- 
tion in the mode of working coal. It was now no longer necessary to pre- 
serve the ventilation, so as to render all parts of the workings safe with 
naked lights. Pillars could be removed to any extent so far as ventilation 
was concerned, provided only that proper care was taken to dilute the gas 
where the men were working below the inflammable point, so that it should 
not explode within the lamp. Collieries which had been partially worked 
and abandoned for years as unworkable to any further extent, and in which 
about one-third of the coal was left, were then re-opened, and the entire 
pillars removed—an entirely different system, or, rather, a variety of sys- 
tems, of working the coal being adopted.

GEOLOGICAL MAPS or ENGLAND, WALES, axp SCOTLAND. 

Geology, according to ancient nomenclature, embracing theoretical spe- 
culations regarding the earth's formation, as opposed to geognosy, which 
involves description of the globe’s structure, has been-of late years, in a 
very great measure through the intelligence and instrumentality of men 
eminent for scientific acquirements, not only in this their own country but 
throughout the whole civilised world, raised to an clevation from which 
its students can look down upon all created things without losing that ap- 
preciation of the “‘ Great Architect,” the absence of which in carlier times 
identified the science with scepticism and materialism. 

Since Thales pondered on aqueous deposition, and Zeno gave to fire its 
creative principle, there never was a period when a more rational and 
practical view of geology characterised learned research than at the pre- 
sent day. Geology now happily identifies itself with all the rationality of 
theology ; and the acolyte of the altar is no longer. debarred intercourse 
with the school of practical philosophy, and the mysteries of its laboratory. 
It should be the study of every one who would mingle with the intelligent 
of the world, and whose head and heart are appreciative of the sublimest 
truths. We have not here to refer to the modern theorics upon which the 
“curriculum ” of the student is based ; we shall, therefore, only direct the 
attention of both the learned and the studious to the great aid which geo- 
logical charts and tracings afford to all. To the one they constitute an 
authentic reference; to the other they are valuable and reliable indicators. 

The Geological Map of Eng!and and Wales,* projected by Professor 
Ramsay, F.RS., F.G.S., receatly published, and that of Scotland,t by 
Professor Nicol, F.R.S.E., F.G.S., will eminently bear the test of research. 
Founded upon modern discoveries, as well as upon the works of ancient 
geologists, whose theorics are the most received and estimated in the sci- 
entific world, and, further, owing their greatest practical value to the per- 
sonal experience of both the learned professors, the maps before us cannot 
fail to win the confidence of all engaged in the study of geology. The 
indicative colouring and definitions on both these geological projections 
are beautifully executed ; and as a knowledge of the mineral resources of 
this country is becoming every day more and more necessary to its well- 
being and commercial prosperity, these works from the hands of our sci- 
entific magnates will be of incalculable value in a public as well as a scho- 
lastic point of view. We confidently recommend them to the considera- 
tion and study of all.

CHILIAN NEWS. 

We have advices from Chile to Jan. 17. The revolution at Copiapo took 
place on Feb, 5; at the period of the mail steamer leaving Port Coquimbo 
all was quiet. The consuls, Mr. Alison, acting English consul, and Mr. 
Barnes, consul for the Netherlands, Sardinia, and Denmark, were taking 
what measures they could forthe protection of the European residents. Each 
was expecting a man-of-war. An English man-of-war had put in at the 
port a few days before the insurrection began, but had sailed. At Caldera 
it was supposed the Havannah men-of-war had arrived. Many English 
workmen were leaving these districts by the return ships, because employ- 
ment has become scarce since the closing of somany smelting establishments. 

Of course there is considerable depression in the commercial circles of 
Valparaiso, but as the merchants there are used to revolutions, and donot 
fear the permanent interests of the country being injured, the effect is 
much less serious than would be expected by those at home. The news of 
an advance in copper in England had caused some animation in that article, 
and copper stock in Valparaiso, which had been held back, was moving oft 
at good prices. The copper at the ports on the coast is safe enough, though 
most of the smelting works will have to slacken operations for want of 
funds and want of labour, as the peons will be enlisted, or abscond to 
avoid enlistment. 

‘The smelting interests are stilt very bad, and there is a report that one 
of the largest establishments is now winding-up, while so many are closed. 
There is, however, no discouragement; new works are talked of, and much 
excitement is created by the arrival at Valparaigo of a son of Mr. Lambert, 
of Swansea. It is reported about that the mission of this gentleman is to 
obtain a combination of the mining interests, so as to place the Chilian ore 
trade on a more satisfactory foundation. 

The yield of bar copper from Chile for the current year is expected to 
be small, as so many works are shut up, but some smaller works are opened, 
and the Copiapo Smelting Company will this year produce bar copper and 
refined. r. Thomas, their manager, had come to Valparaiso to settle 
the question of the brand to be given to their copper, according to the 
laws of Chile. He is known to be safe. 








Action ror MIsREPRESENTATION.—An action in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas has been recently settled, by the defendant paying costs and 
the amount claimed, in which the plaintiff sued for the return of the 
amount paid for shares in a copper mine some time since brought out by 
the defendant, under the representation that it adjoined one of the richest 
dividend mines now working, when, in fact, two or three other setts, ex- 
tending about three-quarters of a mile, intervened between the two mines, 
on which large amounts of capital have been expended without any profit- 
able result; the plaintiff being induced to purchase the shares by the 
aforesaid representation. Statements were also made as to the distribution 
of shares, which were not borne out by the books of the company. 





Wrrscan SLATE anp Stas Quarryinc ComPpaANY—EX PARTE Humpy. 
—This case was adjourned from chambers to take the opinion of the Court as to whether 
Mr. James Humby was liable to be placed on the list of contributories. In 1854 he was 
the holder of 260 shares, the certificates of which he handed ever to Mr. Manuel, a 
broker, in exchange for shares of another company. Mr. Humby’s name was on the 
register, and Mr. Manuel never applied to be registered in his stead. The company was 
carried on the Cost-book Principle, the regulations being that the shares should pass 
by delivery of the certificates only, the holders of which could, on production, get regis- 
tered by giving notice in writing tothe purser of the company aday previous. Another re- 
gulation was that no holder should be entitled to adividend without registration. In 1855 
the purser had an interview with Mr. Humby’s agent, and asked the name of the party to 
whom the shares were transferred. He then wrote to Mr. Humby, but he could not in- 
form him, and as the shares belonged to the bearer he had not thought it neccessary to 
give notice.—The Vice-Chancellor said, though the deed did not in terms make it ne- 
cessary that there should be registration to make a transfer complete, that was implied, 
for it was provided that on rogistration the interest of the former shareholder should 
cease. The phases of absurdity presented by these cases were without number. Here 
the holder coald not get registered unless he could produce the certificates, and yet the 
shares might pass from hand to hand, and the party to whom they belonged might not 
be able to get registered, and, therefore, could not receive dividends. If people would 
dabble they must take the consequences. Mr. Humby thought he had got rid of these 
shares, but he had not, and he must be put upon the list. 


Thompson, of Kingston- 
upon-Hu!l, has presented a petition tothe Master of the Rolls, praying for the dissolution 
and winding-up of this company.

— The passing of private bills has 
hitherto been altogethor incomprehensible to the public generally, and, as in the case of 
patents for inventions, the “ agents” have used their utmost exertions, and not unnatu- 
rally either, to envelope the subject in the most profound mystery ; now, however, al- 
though we cannot say “ their occupation’s gone,” we may safely assert that such an addi- 
tlon has been made to the means of obtaining information, that if in future exorbitant 
charges be paid to agents, those employing them will have themselves alone to blame. Mr. 
8. B. Bristowe,of the Inner Temple, barrister-at-law, has just published (through Messrs. 
Knight and Co., Fleet-street) a compendious volume, in which the steps required to be 
taken both by the pi ters ur opp its of a private bill are fully set forth. Ina few 
dozen pages every particular that can possibly be required is given, and all is stated in 
so clear and distinct a manner, that those least acquainted with law will readily ander- 
stand it. Annexed to what we may term the popular exposition of the subject, are the 
standing orders of both Houses, with notes, showing their origin, and subsequent altera- 
tions to the present time, so that the work is rendered of equal utility both to the pro- 
fessional and the non-prefessional reader. 


Gas.—A letter from St. Petersburg says—‘ Curious experiments in a 
new system of lighting, with portable and compressed gas, have just been made in one 
of the barracks, and have perfectiy succeeded.

MINING IN JAMAICA. 

The West India Mail brings the following mining intelligence from 
Jainaica, snder date Feb. 10 :— ‘ 
ELLERSLU AND Barpowre Mixtno Company.—J. Holman: Salisbury 
Plain: Since my Jast report I have not driven much on the course of the lode in the 5or 
10 fm. levels, not having any place at present to put the stuff, the whim being constantly 
employed drawing wafer and staff from the shaft, but I see no alteration in the lode 
since my last communication. I am glad to inform you that our shaft is progressing fn- 
vourably, being sunk under the 10 fm. level 6 fins. 2 ft. ; the ground is more settled, and 
water easier. The miners that were occupied in the 5 and 10 fim. levels I have employed 
bringing up @ lobby for the water-wheel, also one for our deep adit level, and [ shall by 
the end of the week commence driving our deep adit level from the end of the lobby; we 
are now bringing up, and also commence Iaying down the railroad in the said level. In 
Purry’s cross-cat the ground is still hard for driving, but I think we shall have a change 
shortly, as we have water coming out of the end, and by measuring the two levels we 
have still to drive 26 fms. before we cut the lode; the lode is now driven in all 136 fins.

Manvracture or Sreer.—Mr. P. G. Gardiner, of New York, has pa- 
tented two “ discoveries” in the treatment of cast-steel ; in one he claims, “ not simply 
the gradual! and prolonged cooling of the metal after meiting, but the process, as a whole, 
of pouring the raelted metal into intensely heated moulds, and then placing them, thus 
filled, immediately into the heated oven or furnace, there to congeal away from the ex- 
ternal atmosphere down to a cherry-red heat,and then immediately plunging the ingots 
or bars into the highly heated oil, and retaining them immersed in it for a considezable 
time.” His second ciaim is the “ process of treatment of the cast-steel by pouring it In 
a molten state into moulds of the shape and size required for tools, instruments, axes, &c., 
previously heated to a high desree of heat, the steel being melted in a closed oven or 
furnace, and then replacing the moulds, so filled, in an oven er furnace away from the 
external air, and keeping them there until they have been cooled down to a cherry-red 
heat, and then immersing the tools, axes, &c., into the fluid mixtare of a temperature of 
from 100° to 150° Fah.” 


Manvuracrvre or Brrumisous Mastics.—Mr. George Davies, of Serle- 
street, for a correspondent, has provisionally specified an invention for the manufacture 
of bituminous mastics from the native asphalte of the West Indies. A hard mastic is 
formed by mixing 40 parts of asphalte with 60 parts of earthy matter: an impervious 
mastic is formed by mixing 5 parts of crude resin oil, 35 parts of asphalte, and 60 parts 
of earthy matters; andan elastic mastic is formed by mixing 10 parts of crude resin oil, 
30 parts of asphalte, and 60 parts of earthy matters. Another provisional specification 
was lodged at the same time by Mr. Davies, for a process and apparatus for the extract- 
ing of oils for illaminating and lubricating purposes, and of carburetted hydrogen gas 
from the native bitumen of the West Indies. The apparatus employed is similar to that 
poles in the manufacture of coal gas, with the following exceptions :—The tabes 
which carry the products of distillation from the retorts are formed with a curve, or 
shoulder, as near as possible to the head o/ the retort, and discharge by a gentle slope into 
the hydraulic main, which must consequently be placed but little lower than the heads 
of the retorts. This alteration is rendered necessary by the excessive weight of the 
vapours disengaged from the bitamen, and the small amount of latent heat therein con- 
tained. The hydraulic main should be slightly inclined, and discharge the iiqnid re- 
sulting from the operation and the uncondensed vapour into a column, or vertical pipe, 
of a diameter proportioned to the number of retorts employed. The condensed oil is 
washed once in sulphuric acid and three or four times in water. The water of the last 
washing being removed as completely as possible, about 5 per cent. by weight of argil, 
torrefied and sifted, is thrown on to the oil. The whole is then well agitated, and al- 
lowed to settle. ‘The oil is then drawn off and re-distilled in a refrigerating alembic by 
means of steam superheated to from 200° to 300° C. ; commencing the distillation at 
the lower temperature and finishing it at the higher. ‘The distillation is stopped when 
the oil indicates 65° of the alcohometer. ‘This first product is then separated, and forms 
quality No. 1, which serves fur illuminating purposes. The distillation is then conti- 
nued until the oil indicates only 37°; this latter prodact is quality No. 2, and serves for 
lubricating purposes. The empyreumatic oils obtained from the native bitumen of Cuba 
is applicable to the facture of steariue candles, and will also yield paraffine. 


Furnaces.—Mr. Belleville, Paris, proposes the use of step by step bars. 
The projections are small,soas to allow the descent of thefuel. This invention likewise 
prevents smoke. 


Srret-Iron.—In the present mode of manufacturing sheet, hoop, and 
nail-rod iron, when a superior quality is required charcoal iron is used; they are also 
made of steel, but at so high a cost as to restrict their use to any limited purpose. Mr. 
James Spence, ot Liverpool, proposes to use puddied steel, or steel iron produced trom pig- 
iron in the puddling furnace ; the material produced is superior to that from ordinary iron, 
and much cheaper than steel. 


SreaM-ENGINEs.—Mr. Halldon, of Willenhall, provisionally specified 
an invention, the object of which is to obtain in engines worked by steam or atmo- 
spheric power an increase of power at the crank from any given length of stroke of the 
piston. ‘To effect this he employs the crank, the connecting-rod, and a system of levers 
of the description called “ lazy tongs” pinned to the crank, the connecting-rod, and toa 
fulcram, by the employment of which levers the throw of the crank is considerably 
greater than the length of stroke of the piston. 


Raisinac Weicuts.—M. A. Godet, Bordeaux, proposes, in place of the 
windlass being worked by means of up and down levers, to use cog-wheels, actuated by 
a capstan. 


Hypro-Pyeumatic Macninery.—Mr. Hill, Ryde, Isle of Wight, has 
patented an invention which consists in the use of a water-wheel with a tank above and 
a tank beneath it. The water from the top tank is to drive a 28-feet water-wheel, and 
the water-wheel is to pump up the water to supply the upper tank. This is very likea 
perpetual motion hine, and, therefore, valuable if practicable. 


Preparation or Lusricatine Marrers.—Tallow is broken into small 
eces and placed in a vessel, which is then closed by an air-tight cover, and the air is 
exhausted. The tallow, which is kept in contact with oxygen under pressure, is then 
gesound with an amalgam of mercury and tin. Plumbago ground with olive oil and a little 
prussiate of potash may be added to advantage. 


Preparation oF Hypratep Oxiwe or Curomium.—To prepare hy- 
drated oxide of chromium, Mr. Gilbee first raises to a dark red heat a mixture of bichro- 
mate of potash and three parts of boracic acid, and throws it into water, and washes it 
with hot water to remove the borate. He replaces the bichromate of potash used in the 
first preparation by chromate of soda, The boracic acid may be replaced by silicic acid, 
alumina, or acid phosphate of lime. 


Steam Borrer.—Liecut. Jeffries Kingsley provisionally specified an in- 
vention which consists in substituting an ordinary wooden barrel for the usual inctallic 
boiler, in which he anticipates raising steam more economically. Theouter shell of the 
boiler consists of wooden staves together; the fire being located in an iron cy- 
linder, running longitudinally through the said barrel or boiler. By sinking the said 
boiler into the ground the expense of brickwork is saved. 


Preventinc Tax Street Toots rrom Benptnc.—Mr. E. Duchuny, 
in a communication to the Scientific American, states that the following composition 
will prevent long thin steel tools from becoming crooked during the tempering process. 
Dissolve loz. of gum arabic in 14% pint of hard water, whieh should be contained in a 
long narrow vessel. The tool is first heated in the fire, then plunged into the liquid, 
and held therein until it is quitecold. He says ihat steel tools thus treated will be per- 
fectly straight, and will not crack. 


Foss1is.—There have recently been discovered, in one of the limestone 
quarries at Oreston, near Plymouth, the teeth, bones, and other remains of lions, tigers, 
elephants, rhinoceroses, horses, hyenas, and otheranimals. The cavern from which the 
fossils were extracted is situated in the solid rock in the cliffof a quarry, which is about 
1000 ft. from the edge of the sea. The cavern was 70 ft. above the level of high water, 
and 35 ft. below the surface of the field above ; it was 20 ft. long, 10 ft. high, and about 
10 ft. wide. There was no aperture or other indication of its locality. Among the 
contents is the jaw of an animal of the horse species in stalagmite; and, if so, establishes 
facts, and gives rise to theories, entirely new in geology.
